THE ISLAND OF CORFU. 

Its Inhabitants Are Lsxy and Reaem 
ble the Ancient Greeks. 

Corfu and Crete are said by a recent 
writer to be the most henutiful of the 
Ionian island*, and the former has 
been described by Bishop W ordsworth 
as "a sort of geoffraphiotl mosaic to 
whiehlll the countries of Rurnpo have 
contributed colors." Corfu was never 
conquered by the Turks and its in- 
habitants are considered to boar a 
strong resemblance to (lie ancient 
Greeks, It has belonged at different 
times to <he Romans. Venetians, Nea- 
politans, French and English. In 
[868, wlu n Prince Qeorge of Den- 
mark, was chosen by the powers for 
king of Greece, the Corfiotes peti- 
tioned thai their island might be in- 
( orporated It the kingdom of Greece, 
ittd Qnaj Britaii consented, 

The climate of the island is de- 
lightful and The scenery enchanting. 
In other portions of southern Furope 
the gray-green Off the olive groves 
grows somewhat monotonous, but in 
Corfu it. is relieved by stretches of 
brilliantly green grass. Pome- 
granate and fig, orange, lemon and 

palms, eucalypti and papyri flourish, 
There SXS quantities of oleanders, 
magnolias and roses. The inhabit- 
ants are so lazy that they hardly at- 
tempt even the easiest cultivation, 
Had fortunately for them the soil and 
climate Tender it almost unnecessary. 
A Corfu olive tree left to its own de- 
vices will frequently yield ns much ns 

two gallons of oil each season, with no 

more labor invoked thai a simple 
gathering and pressing of the fallen 
fruit. 

Corfu is the favorite place of resi- 
dence of Empress Elizabeth of Aus- 
tria, who has built there a winter 
palace which she calls the Villa 
Achilleion. It is rumored that the 
name was given in reference to the 
one vulnerable spot ever discovered 
in the heart of the empress. Several 
million dollars have been spent in 
beautifying the palace and surround- 
ing park, and an ideal spot is the re- 
sult. A most beautiful and artistic 
monument is erected in the grounds 
to the memory of Prince Rudolph, 
the 6on of the empress, who, less 
Spartan than his imperial mother, 
fled from unhappiness in love by the 
way of suicide. When at home in 
Corfu Empress Elizabeth spends 
much time studying the Greek lan- 
guage and literature, with which she 
is, very familiar.— San Francisco 
Chronicle.

BELLI OF ALL COUNTRIES. 

Tokent of Joy and Sorrow— Are Un- 
popular in Orient. 

In this country, says tho London 
Daily Mail, bells are and always have 
been intimately associated with no- 
tional as well as individual joy and 
sorrow. When a great victory is won 
the bcll3 crash forth 1 lie glad tidings 
from a thousand steeples, while they 
perform s like officio, though, of 

( nurse, in .i different I. . v. in en <> of 

national disaster. Dells in Knglnml, 
however, have not become, as in 
some other countries, boarv with ages 
of superstition. 

But Spain has a bell that is its 

prophet. It is its soothsayer, oracle 
and guide. This bell, tho famous 
Villein, has bung for centuries in the 
historical castle, kei ping WOteh over 
the nation, 
tt is the most celebrated ball in Ku- 
jpe. Its fame rests not 90 much on 
its notes, though they are high- 
pitched, soft, and clear, nor upon its 
W, for there are other bells in Spain 
uch larger, but upon its personality. 
The Villcla is a Spanii h bell that 
for years has foretold any impending 
trouble to the nation. When the fa- 
ther of tho little Alfonso died (he 
Villcla begp.n tolling in the night and 
tiled until morning light. In thetcn 
years' Cuban war the bell si ruck aw- 
ful tones on the nights of defeat. 
And n hen great An ■ l ave touched 
the castle and sickness or insurrec- 
tion threatened the throne, the Villclu 
has lifted up its voice. 

The Villela has tolled again, and 
only a fortnight ngo. It was one 
short, quick stroke. Only a few heard 
it, but they ran to tell the direful 
tidings. Did it mean more disaster 
in Cuba? Was the war to drain the 
royal vaults beyond penury to debt? 
The Villela would not tell, but it sent 
out its warning note. 

Russia has a coronation bell, the 
largest in the world, and weighing 
250,000 pounds. 

It hangs in the 1\ remlin, and is the 
emperors bell, being rung onlv in 
honor of him. At the coronation it 
pealed forth as the emperor entered 
the church, and its voice announced 
the conclusion of the ceremony to the 
whole of Russia. The coronation 
bell is wrung by a bell-ringer blessed 
by tho emperor as the head of the 
church. The bell-ringer does no 
other work, and is always on duty to 
tell of important events iu tho im- 
perial family. 

He is pensioned, and is ever polish- 
ing up the bell in case of need, lie 
rings the bell when his majesty goes 
to church and in case of the death of 
a Russian monarch. The Kremlin 
bell tolls constantly between the 
death and time of the funeral. 

As is well known, to Russia he- 
longs the largest unrung bell in the 
world. This bell now occupies a 
building in the Kremlin. It was cast 
two centuries ago, but was found too 
heavy to remove from the pit, The 
Russian monarchs, one after another, 
tried to have it lifted, and dozens of 
lives were sacrificed in the shifting 
pit of sand. Finally fate intervened. 
V raging fire broke out and heated 
the bell in its pit. A quantity of cold 
iv flowed around it and a great 
piece, tlje size of a door, was broken 
The Russian czar immediately 
ordered it to be lifted on a pedestal 
nud set within the Kremlin, where it 
is sometimes used as a temple. Its 
s are two feet thick and it is 2o 
feet high. 

The bells of Notre Dame in Paris 
are the largest bells of sweetness iu 
the world. One of them weighs 3."),- 
and set within the Kremlin, where it 
000 pounds. The muker who cast it 
ould never disclose the secret of its 
loud, sweet tone. 

As a nation the. Japanese have the 
largest bells, but the crudest. So un- 
skillful arc they that many of thorn 
will not ring, and so they are obliter- 
ated from the list of bells. The best 
bells made, even if cast correctly, have 
too small hammers. Or they are 
made to sound like tin, and the ham- 
mers docs not 6trike roundly. One 
of these, the "Little Giant," has never 
been weighed. It is said to weigh 
comparatively little, being of some 
light Japanese metal, but it is 30 feet 
across. It is used to announce births 
or deaths in the royal family. Its 
clapper is a small, elonguted affair 
that strikes the bell with a double 
sound, and the "Little Giant." is easily 
recognized when heard. 

The bell of Notre Dame in Montreul 
is the largest bell in America, but not 
the sweetest. This attribute 
claimed by the biggest bell of Trin- 
ity's chime in New York, which il 
surpassing in dclicacv and penetrat- 
ing in pureness. It is cast in K flat. 

Tho countries of Turkey, Greece, 
Italy and Egypt have not many fa- 
mous bells, llells are not in good re- 
pots there, from the fact that crim- 
inals Wear them around the neek anil

But this is partlj due t 
of its forelegs and the shortness of its 
neck, which makes it almost impos- 
sible for it to graze. When fed from 
i manger the moose takes readily to 
jrdinary cattle food. Seals were long 
•onsidered to live wholly on fish. The 
upply is so varied ns well as abundant, 
and the seals so active, that it might 
bo thought that there was little to in- 
3 ace them to seek n change. Yet Sir. 
Trevor-Battyc when on Kolguev 
watched a seal catching ducks, with 
inch persistence and success that there 
can be little doubt that the seal has 
extended its dietary from fish to fowl. 
Instances of tho converse arc the great 
fishing owls, which, being provided 
l equipment equully suited for 
killing birds and small animals, are 
by preference catchers of fish. 

Instances of carnivora developing 
a concurrent taste for vegetable b 
are uncommon. Tho most curious 
instance the writer has known was 
that of a Scotch doer hound, which 
fond of peaches that it would 
stand on its hind legs to pick those it 
could not reach when standing on all 
fours. The Australian colonies pre- 
sent the three most striking instance 
of the tendency of flesh diet. Th 
often-quoted ease of the large Nat 
Zealand parrot which took to sheep 
killing is the most striking. But the 
feral pigs of the colony are said to be 
very destructive to young lambs, and 
in 1833 in Australia throughout a 
large district the sheep became not 
only carnivorous but cannibal. The 
sheep of the .M iirrumbidgec count.rv 
became, addicted to eating a self-inf- 
prcgnated earth found on the mns, 
and after some time became thin and 
emaciated. They then attacked the 
new-born, lamhs, and devoured such 
numbers that in one flock only 400 
were left out of 1,800. Some of the 
squatters applied lor leave from the 
government to move to other runs 
not yet taken up. Even the shepherds 
were attacked by the sheep when res- 
cuing the lambs, ami their clothes 
bitten. This morbid derangement of 
the instincts of the aheap, which was 
noted on many rans in the district, 
was never satisfactorily accounted for, 
but was generally attributed to the 
eating of the salt-impregnated earth. 
Of English birds, one generally re- 
garded as feeding entirely on vegeta- 
bles and grain, occasionally varies its 
diet by animal food. This is the tame 
pigeon, which has been noticed alter 
rain to eat earth worms on lawns as 
eagerly as sj thrush. This addition 
to ns usual t'oodisprobablvduetothe 

absence in the diet generally given to 
the birds of tome element which pig- 
ma find iu the mixed seeds and leaves 
Inch they eai whan wild. — London 
Spectator. 

A Day's Journey. 

"A day's journey," as the expression 
is used in the Scriptures, means from 
ten to twenty miles. The "Sabbath's 
lay journey," frequently mentioned 
n the liible, was 2,000 paces, or about 
hree-quarters of a mile. The Jewa 
ivero forhidden to travel further than 
this distance on their Sabbath, but 
ofteu evaded the prohibition bv tnk- 
imatl quautity of food a.\i\ bury- 
ing it in tho ground at the required 
distance thorn their homes, whereby 
this spot became technically a habita- 
tion, and they could proceed from it 
another Sabbath's day journey on 
their way.
